O the colporteur are revealed many secrets 

of the heart and home. The very fact 
that he is migratory and may never come that 
way again, gives him an advantage over Chris- 
tian workers who are more or less perma- 
nently established in the community. 

To the colporteur then, whose passion it is to 
place a copy of the printed Word at least in 
every home; who has no interest in the making

Between two 
great Rocky Mountain ranges there is a 
beautiful valley about five miles wide and 
seventy-five miles long. Cut off from the 
outside by impassable mountains, it is quite out 
of touch with the rest of the world. One of 
our colporteurs visited this place and called 
at every home in the valley. He reports that 
the oldest settlers have been in the valley for 
over thirty years. In less than a dozen homes 
did he find Bibles; the rest not only were with- 
out, but some had never owned one, and many 
families had never even seen a Bible. 

Though these ranchers in most part are very 
poor, he succeeded in leaving a Bible or Testa- 
ment in every home. Calling at one of the 
homes, he met a woman, who was overjoyed 
to learn that she could buy a Bible. She told 
him that, in her father’s home, they had a 
Bible, which she had read from childhood. 
After marriage, she and her husband had

gang. In the conversation that followed, he 
found the man greatly discouraged and in ac- 
tual want. On parting he presented him with a 
Gospel of John. A month later the colporteur 
was going through the railroad yards in another 
town, when he heard some one call, “Hey, 
there, Mr. Bible Man.” It was this same 
laborer. He gave the colporteur a hearty hand- 
shake, and told him that the little “Bible” had 
changed his whole life, and that he now felt 
at peace with God and the world. 


“Sick and Ye Visited Me” 


Another worker had no response to his 
knock at a door, but a few houses down the 
street was informed that a sick man lived in 
that house. In relating what followed, he said, 
“T retraced my steps and entered the house. I 
found there a very sick man. He was being 
cared for through charity and by kind neigh- 
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bors. He told me that he had never owned a 
Bible, but remembered his mother reading out 
of one to him when he was a little boy. Now 
that he was sick and helpless, he had many 
times wished he had a copy. I read to him, had 
prayer and, on leaving, presented him with a 
copy.” Less than a week later the town mar- 
shal called on the colporteur and told him the 
man had died, stating that before death came 
the sick man had requested that, if possible, the 
“Bible man” should say a few words at his 
funeral and tell the world that, by reading the 
Bible, he had found Christ. 


“Santa Claus Is Dead” 


A little tot with tear-stained face opened the 
door for a colporteur a few days before Christ- 
mas. ‘What is the matter?” asked he of the 
child. “Santa Claus is dead,’ came the tear- 
ful reply. At that moment a weary mother 
came and told the colporteur that, much as they 
would like to buy a Bible, they could not be- 
cause of the father’s long sickness. In fact, the 
colporteur discovered that, with Christmas only 
a few days off, the larder was almost empty, 
as was also the coalbin. Without food, fuel or 
money, the discouraged parents could not per- 
mit the children to build hopes for a Christ- 
mas of cheer; hence the little girl’s declaration 
that Santa was dead. 


The colporteur decided to relieve the situa- 


tion; so, after giving spiritual comfort to the 
parents, he assured the children that Santa was 
not dead, and made them promise to hang up 
their stockings. It was a delightful task he had 
undertaken; for, as he told the story in well-to- 
do homes and presented the case to merchants 
and coal dealers, he met such hearty response 
that, on the following day, the little home 
looked like Santa’s storeroom,

Two Veterans 


One of our colporteurs, who has been in the 
Bible Society work for nearly twenty-eight 
years out in this western country, mentioned 
the fact, a while ago, that “his old Ford was 
ready to die”; incidentally stating that it had 
been in continual use more than sixteen years. 
I thought it would be good to get a photo- 
graph of the old machine, and here it is. We 
have estimated with care the probable number 
of miles this Ford has traveled in its work of 
Bible distribution. Conservatively estimated, it 
has gone beyond the 150,000 mile mark—more 
than six times the distance around the world. 
During this time Mr. Jensen sold Scriptures in 
forty languages. He has regularly visited the 
homes and towns in a territory totaling 36,234 
square miles. Mr. Jensen is a native of Den- 
mark, and naturally compared the area of 
these few western counties with the area of 
his native country, discovering that they are 
two and one-half times as large as Denmark; 
while in population the Colorado area in the 
last report contained only 120,040 in compari- 
son with Denmark, which has a population of 
nearly 2,800,000. 

Incidentally Mr. Jensen has a working knowl- 
edge of more than a dozen languages, which 
fact has accounted for much of the success he 
has had in his work through the years. 


Old Black “Snow Ball” 


“Snow Ball” is what they nicknamed him at 
the county jail, where he had been sentenced 
for a year. He was an old man, black as 
ebony, except his snow-white hair. The old 
negro was not standing his incarceration very 
well, causing the warden some anxiety. Thus, 
on the day the colporteur called at the jail, the 
warden gladly permitted him to talk to the 
prisoner. As soon as “Snow Ball” discovered 
the “Bible man,” he became interested. It 
seems he had once been a Christian, and 
his present plight caused him to remember 
those happy days. Forty years had passed 
since he had forsaken the straight and narrow 
path, and he yearned for a Bible that he might 
find his way back to God. The Bible was 
given. Some time later the warden told the 
colporteur that “Snow Ball” was a completely 
changed man, cheerful and contented; better 
still, he was actually helping fellow-prisoners 
spiritually. From that time on, religious ser- 
vices were arranged for prisoners every Sunday 
afternoon, and many of them have received and 
studied the Scriptures, and some have found 
Christ their Saviour.

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The Blind at Christian Work 


HAT President and Mrs. Coolidge this 

summer are attending a church whose 
pastor is blind has attracted wide attention. 
The friends of the blind will rejoice that by 
this incident people generally may learn how 
the blind overcome their handicap and try to 
make themselves of use to others. Those who 
have aided the American Bible Society to serve 
the blind during past years have here also an 
illustration of this service. Mr. John Taylor, 
the lay preacher of the church at Brule, who 
uses Revised Braille Grade 1%, obtained all

his volumes of the Bible from the American 
Bible Society. Our correspondence shows that 
he has been preaching “in churches out in the 
country and any place where they did not have 
a minister,” beginning the work thirty-five 
years ago. He writes also: “There were not 
many Sundays that the Lord did not find a 
vacancy for me to fill, which I have always en- 
joyed doing.” . 

Mr. Taylor is an example of what these col- 
umns have mentioned on previous occasions. 
There are many blind men in the ministry. 
Some of them have lost their eyesight in adult 
life and have continued their work in the pas- 
torate. Some have been blind from childhood 
and yet have qualified for, and rendered, help- 
ful service as preachers. 


As this’ is being written, a letter has come 


from one who has been in the ministry forty 
years and, under the necessity of failing eye- 
sight, now reads the Bible in Moon. Into the 
ministry of the same denomination in the 
same state, a young man has just entered who, 
despite his blindness, has obtained his educa- 
tion and just graduated from the theological 
seminary in the same state. Nor are men the 
only blind who are active in Christian service. 

The past week has brought us word from a 
blind lady who obtained one of our New York 
Point Bibles in 1897 and has used it constantly 
all the intervening thirty years. She is a Sun- 
day-school teacher, deeply interested in church 
work, and for nearly five years was at the head 
of the devotional work of the Epworth League 
of her church. It is another happy case in 
which the handicap of blindness has not been 
either an excuse from, or an obstacle to, active

The Silent Worker 


“My Word * * * shall not return unto me void.” 
R. HU of Pehsha, a place about thirty 
miles from Hoyangfu, bought a Gospel 
of Mark from a colporteur from Nan Yangfu, 
Honan, when he was a boy of sixteen years. 
He read the Gospel repeatedly, and lent it out 
to others until it was worn out. He was con- 
verted when he was sixty years of age, wholly 
through the reading of the Gospel. He is now 
seventy-two years old. When the Augustana 
Synod Mission went to Pehsha to open work 
there, he immediately responded and was the 
foundation of the work there. His son is an 
evangelist, and his wife is a Bible woman. 
The Augustana Synod Mission has a Bible 
woman who is now sixty years of age, who 
when a girl was taught to read by her father, 
who was a school-teacher. When a girl she 
bought a book from a colporteur and read it. 
Afterwards she married and had not the time 
and opportunity to read, so lost the ability to 
do so. After she became a widow and her son 
was going to school, he used to bring his les- 
sons home, and she studied with him and re- 
acquired the ability to read. In 1921 there was 
a famine in the district, and the mission was 
giving famine relief, and preaching the Gos- 
pel. She heard - that the missionaries were 
preaching the Gospel, and came to hear. “As 
soon as she had heard the message she re- 
membered that it was exactly the same that she 
had in the book which she had read as a child, 
and so, when fifty years old, became a Chris- 
tian—Rev. J. W. Lindbeck, Augustana Synod 


Mission, China. 
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The Denominations 
The American Bible Society 


ECENT months have witnessed national 

gatherings representative of a goodly 
number of denominations. The fact that in 
the crowded programs of these important gath- 
erings a place was made for the presentation 
of the interests of the American Bible Society 
shows how the Society is recognized as a real 
factor in the work of the denominations. 

In the case of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Methodist Protestant Church, the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, the 
African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, and 
the Church of the Nazarene, the gatherings 
were their quadrennial sessions. 

In the case of the Reformed Church in 
America the fact that the three hundredth an- 
niversary of the founding of the church in 
America was celebrated, was the occasion of 
special notice and observance. 

General Secretary North represented the 
American Bible Society at the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Kansas City, and, together with Dr. Wragg, 
also visited the Conferences of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Chicago and the 
African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church at 
St. Louis. General Secretary Brown repre- 
sented the Society, for the first time, at four 
denominational gatherings, where he was most 
cordially welcomed,—the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, U. S: A., at Tulsa, 
Okla., the General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, U. S., at Atlanta, Georgia, that of 
the United Presbyterians at St. Louis, and the 
quadrennial conference of the Methodist Prot- 
estant Church at Baltimore. Dr. Lewis B. 
Chamberlain, Recording Secretary, repre- 
sented the Society at the General Synod of the 
Reformed Church in America in New York. 
The Rev. C. A. McAlpine was the Society’s 
representative at the Synod of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church (Covenanter) at Winona 
Lake, Indiana, the General Assembly of the 
Church of the Nazarene at Columbus, and the 
Northern Baptist Convention at Detroit. Agency 
Secretary Marston attended the Convention of 
the Disciples of Christ at Columbus, Ohio; 
Agency Secretary Porter, the Synod of the 
Associate Reformed Presbyterian Church at 
Charlotte, North Carolina; Agency Secretary 
McLaughlin, the Augustana Synod of the 
Lutherans at Des Moines, Iowa, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in North America at Coulterville, Ili- 


nois; and the Rev. D. H. Colquette, the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, at Jackson, Tennessee. 

To give in detail the actions of these sixteen 
bodies on the Bible Society would be impossible 
within the limits of this report. But there 
were evidences of an increasing interest in our 
work and a larger appreciation of its funda- 
mental value to Kingdom progress. The 
American Bible Society, apparently, was never 
more fully entrenched in the affections and 
confidence of the churches of the country than 
at the present time. 


A Special Event 


HE twofold fact that the Tercentenary 

Commemoration of the Reformed Church 
in America was the first of its kind in this 
country and that the relation between this 
church and the American Bible Society has 
been continuously close from the birth of the 
Society, made appropriate a special recognition. 
A Greeting in choice type and form on heavy 
deckle-edged paper and encased in a red mo- 
rocco cover was presented to the General 
Synod. Because of the historic importance of 
the event, it is here presented. The picture 
shows the first two pages in their cover. 


Greetings to the Reformed Church 
in America 


ATHERED within the walls of the cathedral 

of the Denomination on this occasion, grate- 
ful memory would record the hospitality of the 
fathers who, on the second Tuesday of May, 1816, 
opened the doors of the then cathedral of the Re- 
formed Church on Garden Street to the Convention 
by which the American Bible Society was organized. 
But the Reformed Church has given this Society 
not only its birthplace. The valuable cooperation and 
the fostering support of ministers, elders, and members 
of your honored body through all the decades to the 
very present, is gratefully acknowledged. 


Out of its eldership, five of the sixteen Presidents 
have been chosen: Col. Richard WVarick, elder of the 
Collegiate Church of New York City, who from being 
the first Treasurer of the Society became its third Pres- 
ident; the Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, elder of the 
Second Reformed Church of New Brunswck, N. J., 
who served fifteen years as Vice-President, and six- 
teen as the fifth President; the Hon. Frederick T. 
Frelinghuysen, elder of the North Reformed Church 
of Newark, N. J., who served twenty years as Vice- 
President before he became the tenth President; 
Theophilus C. Brouwer, elder of the Collegiate 
Church, New York City, who was for forty-seven 
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years an active member of the Board of Managers and 
the thirteenth President; and E. Francis Hyde, now 
an elder of the Marble Collegiate Church, Manager 
of the Society since 1894 and its present and sixteenth 
~ President. 

The roster of Vice-Presidents from the ranks of 
the Reformed Church, including such honored names 
as James Suydam, benefactor of your Theological 
Seminary at New Brunswick, New Jersey, and Peter 
D. Vroom, one time governor of New Jersey and 
also United States Minister to Germany, is too long 
for recital here. Typical of them also are Mrs. Finley 
J. Shepard and Mr. Eben E. Olcott, both of whom 
have rendered unique and active service to our Society, 

-and whose generous hospitality this Synod knows.

no less striking and constant. In every one of the mis- 


sion fields the American Bible Society has financed 
and published translations by ministers of the Re- 
formed Church. It contributed to the salaries of 
Guido Verbeck in Japan, and Jacob Chamberlain in 
India, during the years they were engaged on trans- 
lations into Japanese and Telugu, and published these, 
as also those of John Van Nest Talmage in the Amoy 
Colloquial of China, and of Cornelius Van Allen Van 
Dyke in Arabic. 

Nor has the cooperation been solely official. The 
Society rejoices in the support which the rank and 
file of the Reformed Church have rendered it. Its 
oldest and strongest Auxiliary Bible Societies have 
flourished for a century or more in those very regions 
of northern New Jersey and southeastern New York 
where your churches also long have flourished and 
have given it both moral and financial aid, through 
the generations. 

Most of the Presidents of the United States have 
paid tribute to the Bible, and endorsed its distribution. 
But no President has rendered such personal and pow- 
erful aid as did the illustrious son of the Reformed 
Church, President Theodore Roosevelt, a member of 
the Church of St. Nicholas whose guests we are 
today. While he was Vice-President of the United 
~ States, he opened his home at Sagamore Hill to the 
Long Island Auxiliary Bible Society, and made before 
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it an address on the Bible which has been in such 
constant demand that nearly half a million copies have 
been circulated in various languages. In token and 
memory of his great interest in our Society, his hos- 
pitable home was opened again, in May, 1923, by Mrs. 
Roosevelt for the one hundred and seventh Annual 
Meeting of the American Bible Society. 

Indicative of the continuing, and indeed increasing, 
cooperation of your honored denomination, is the fact 
that the senior member of the Advisory Council of 
the American Bible Society is the Rev. Evert J. 
Blekkink, D.D., who has been a most valuable factor 
in that Council since his appointment to it in 1918, 
when President of the General Synod. 

Above all do we rejoice in the great bond which

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A Doctor’s Surprising Prescription 


We reprint the following from “The Lutheran” of March 22. It was written by the late Mrs. H. E. Monroe. 


OME years ago a lady, who tells the 

story herself, went to consult a famous 
physician about her health. She was a woman 
of nervous temperament, whose troubles—and 
she had many—had worried and excited her to 
such a pitch, that the strain threatened her 
physical strength and even her reason. She 
gave the doctor a list of her symptoms, and 
answered the questions, only to be astonished 
at this brief prescription at the end: “Madam, 
‘what you need is to read your Bible more.” 
| “But, doctor,” began the bewildered patient. 
' “Go home and read your Bible an hour a 
day,” the great man reiterated with kindly 
authority. “Then come back to me a month 
‘from today.” And he bowed her out without 
a possibility of further protest. 
|’ At first, his patient was inclined to be angry. 
‘Then she reflected that at least the prescription 
was not an expensive one. Besides, it certainly 
hhad been a long time since she had read the 
‘Bible regularly, she reflected with a pang of 
conscience. Worldly cares had crowded out 
‘prayer and Bible study for years, and though 
she would have resented being called an irre- 
ligious woman, she had undoubtedly become a 
most careless Christian. She went home and 
set herself conscientiously to try the physi- 
cian’s remedy. 

In one month she went back to his office. 
“Well,” he said, smiling as he looked at her 
‘face, “I see you are an obedient patient and 
have taken my prescription faithfully. Do you 
feel as if you needed any other medicine now ?” 

“No, doctor, I don’t,” she said honestly. 
“T feel like a different person. But, how did 
you know that was just what I needed?” 

For answer the famous physician turned to 
his desk. There, worn and marked, lay an 
open Bible. “Madam,” he said with deep 
earnestness, “if I were to omit my daily read- 
ing of this book, I should lose my greatest 
source of strength and skill. I never go to an 
operation without reading my Bible. I never 
attend a distressing case without finding help 
in its pages. Your case called not for medi- 
cine, but for sources of peace and strength 
outside your own mind, and I showed you my 
own prescription, and I knew it would cure.” 

“Yet, I confess, doctor,” said his patient, 
“that I came very near not taking it.” 

“Very few are willing to try it, I find,” said 
the physician, smiling again. “But there are 
many, many cases in my practice where it 


would work wonders, if they would only take 
heed 

This is a true story. The doctor died only 
a little while ago, but his prescription remains. 
It will do no one any harm to try it.

A Novel Suggestion to Ministers 
[From our mail] 


SEEM to have discovered a very interest- 

ing diversion in my pastoral work: viz., 
reading the Scripture translations you are pub- 
lishing. Since about New Year’s I have gotten 
from you and read the New Testament in 
Spanish, and am now finishing the Jtalian trans- 
lation. I had before read the German and the 
French translations. 

It seems to me that, beyond the use of any 
commentary, this reading of the Scriptures in 
various languages is useful for our understand- 
ing their meaning, and is suggested by the 
Spirit’s power at Pentecost in enabling those 
endowed to make every one hear the gospel in 
the language wherein he was born. Dan Craw- 
ford’s “Thinking Black” perhaps refers to 
this, too, and Dr. E. Stanley Jones might per- 
haps have had the idea “Thinking Indian,” in 
his title “The Christ of the Indian Road.” I 
want to continue reading these translations. In 
my experience every one becomes easier and 
more fascinating. 

I am a minister, seventy-five years old, a 
pastor among the Catskills and have more en- 
joyment and apparent acceptance in preaching, 
than in the fifty years of pastoral service pre- 
ceding this. I am confident that in some de- 
gree this comes from reading these translations. 

One of my sons is at the head of the book 
business in a college town, and he sends me, 
at my request, the dictionary and grammar that 
enables me to read with ease these books. We 
have nine children, all college graduates and all 
active in Christian work, three foreign mis- 
sionaries, in India—and another likely to go 
this fall. 

I wonder how many ministers have discov- 
ered this delightful diversion. Little more than 
a month’s all the time I require to read under- 
standingly a new translation. By the time I 
have read it through, I can read it almost as 
readily as the English.

money and books, Christian workers outside of the bounds of its own Foreign Agencies.

letter we here print both illustrates this fact and tells an interesting story. 


HEN Roman 

Kwasniuk, dur- 
ing the World War, 
was a war refugee in 
Russia, he learned the 
Russian language, got 
a Russian Bible and, 
through reading it, 
found a true light and 
a better way of living. 
When he returned 
home, his greatest de- 
sire was to provide the 
Bible for his friends 
and neighbors. But 
he could not get it, as 
in that time there was 
no evangelical move- 
miment. The Greek 
Catholige Church does 
not possess the whole 
Bible. When, three 
years ago, the Rev. B. 
Kusiw and the Rev. 
P. C. Crath started Ukrainian evangelical 
work, Roman Kwasniuk came in contact with 
them and°got a supply of Bibles, which he dis- 
tributed among his fellow-men. Then he 
started a Bible-reading circle. The evangelical 
community was organized, which grew to a 
congregation. For about a year services were 
held in Kwasniuk’s house—seen in the picture 
above. 

Then a very simple building was built, for 
which the lot was given by Roman Kwasniuk. 
A half year later the building was dedicated as 
a church. Now we see that through the one 
person with the Bibles, today we have organ- 
ized the First Ukrainian Evangelical (Presby-

able to give ireé of 
charge many Bibles to 
our poor boys and 
girls in our Sunday 
school. 

One of our minis- 
try, the Rev. Simon 
Bilinsky, who is 
working near Lem- 
berg, has sent us a let- 
ter. I will quote: 


In behalf of our people 
I wish to thank you and 
the American Bible So- 
ciety for 30 Bibles and 100 New Testaments, which 
our church received, a few weeks ago, from the 
Ukrainian Evangelical Church Council of Kolomyja. 

I am reading 2 Chronicles 33:11-13, where it says 
that, when Manasseh was in distress, he prayed to 
Jehovah, and then he knew he was God, and God 
delivered him from foreign yoke. These verses re- 
mind me of our Ukrainian people in the vicinity where 
I.preach. When they were well off occasionally, their 
faith began to decline. They broke away from the 
Greek Catholic Church, and at the same time they 
became indifferent to any religion. It is strange that, 
after the flood which afflicted us last summer, people 
changed their attitude toward religion and toward the 
Ukrainian evangelical movement especially. Doubtless 
God had his plan even in this catastrophe. As in the 
older days of Jewish history, when people were in 
distress, they turned to God; so it is now with us. 

Beside the physical hunger, God created in these 
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people also a spiritual hunger for the Word of God 
(Amos 8:11). Our hearts were filled with a great 
joy when we received the Bibles and New Testaments. 
Within a few weeks we have very few left. In many 
cases we are making it easier for our people to obtain 
the Scriptures. To avery poor family we are giving 
it free of charge; to others, on easy payments—5() 
groszy (5c) a month. This number of Bibles you 
sent to us reached five villages. 

An aged man on his deathbed asked his daughter 
daily to read the Scripture for him, although the 
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same man several months ago punished his daughter, 
by pulling her hair and beating her, for attending our 
services. He even attempted to burn her Bible, but 
his neighbor prevented it. Later, through the good 
life of his daughter and her constant reading of the 
Bible aloud in the house, he has been converted also. 

These are but a few illustrations out of many. In 
behalf of our Church Council I wish to thank once 
more the American Bible Society for doing their 
share in progressing the kingdom of God among the 
Ukrainian people. 


A Diverstmviork 


By Dr. Marcial-Dorado, Secretary, West Indies Agency 


Anyone who studies the world-wide mission of the American Bible Society at once observes a sur- 
prising variety of methods employed as well as divergencies in the many peoples who are served. 


OW “one Bible in every nine minutes of 

work” is sold in Havana; how the Bible 
is getting new recognition through publicity in 
the theater, so that “whether in pretense or in 
truth, Christ is preached”; how the Scriptures 
are read aloud to workers in tobacco factories ; 
how places of amusement, stores and barbers’ 
shops are centers of Scripture distribution ; how 
the Bible has been brought into centers of cul- 
ture; these and other incidents form the story 
of the year in the West Indies. 


Barkeepers and Barbers, Chauffeurs and Clerks 

The work in the towns, principally in Cuba, 
and especially in Havana, includes contacts with 
both social and commercial classes. Public 
saloons or bars, places of amusement and vice, 
were supplied in 1927 with 347 Bibles, paid for 
by the owners or even the employees; 1,362 
were taken by the individuals using these es- 
tablishments. During the year 278 chauffeurs 
bought the Bible, and 1,200 grocery, dry goods, 
boot and hat stores took it. A two months’ 
campaign among the barbers’ shops resulted in 
103 Bibles being acquired by the barbers. One 
other very strange campaign was made among 
the street hawkers, with the result that 87 
Bibles and Testaments were distributed. 


“All Things to All Men” 

During 1927 the homes of workmen and 
farm laborers in the different islands were 
visited to the number of 3,812. Calls were 
made also on 93 sugar mills and 109 tobacco 
plantations and factories. A very interesting 
custom in the tobacco factories is the reading 
aloud, by a man, of the current newspapers, in 
order to keep the workers at their work and at 
the same time to let them hear the news of the 
day. We are pleased to say that our workers 
have been permitted several times to read the 
Bible to them, with such success that many 
times they have been asked to repeat their read- 
ings. 


“Every Man in His Own Tongue” 


Not all the people in the West Indies Agency 
territory are Spanish-speaking, as is the case in 
Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Dominican Republic; 
nor are they all French-speaking as in Haiti, 
Martinique, and Guadeloupe, nor English or 
Danish, as in the Virgin Isles; there are also 
large colonies of Syrians, Poles, Chinese, and 
Italians, and even of Germans, Americans, 
Jews, and Russians, though in smaller quan- 
tities. There is an organized Chinese Presby- 
terian church in Havana, with a qualified native 
pastor. All these colonies are visited from time 
to time by a native worker of the West Indies 
Agency, and sometimes by a native worker 
working in conjunction with this office. During 
these visits orders are taken for Bibles in these 
different languages. All the individual gifts 
that we collect for Bible work are made annu- 
ally by many people of these different colonies, 
and especially from Spanish centers. 


Among the Literati 


A part of the first six months of 1927 were 
devoted to continuing our visits among centers 
of culture, such as schools, social clubs, work- 
men’s and commercial societies. Five confer- 
ences were given in such places on themes 
chiefly bearing on the spiritual and religious 
side of education. Without having a public 
character 17 talks were given to families of 
members. 

A Colporteur Testifies 

“There are many people, both Christians and 
non-Christians, who have been astounded at the 
enormous sales and circulation of the Bible 
which we are having in Havana. One in the 
faith remarked: ‘It appears incredible that, af- 
ter twenty-five years of selling Bibles in 
Havana, you have in less than one and a half 
years to sell such a great quantity of Bibles— 
to sell “one Bible in every 9 minutes of work.” ’ 
I answered this brother: ‘You are right, and it

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appears incredible and would be impossible if 
it depended upon my single effort. But all this 
is possible undoubtedly because we have God’s 
I have been gladdened daily to see the 
faces of those obtaining the Bible, as it is in 
them that one notices reflected materialism and 
corruption. Poor evil-looking women, and even 
men well known to be wicked, have bought 
Bibles. I am at first surprised, and often I ask 
myself: What can it all be? What is happen- 
ing? Is Jesus of Nazareth passing by? A few 
days ago | saw, in a café, a man with tears in 
his eyes. I offered him a Bible; but he, pre- 
tending not to hear my first words, refused my 
I insisted, and we began to talk and, 
eventually, to read together. He then said: 
“That book is quite different from what I 


thought it was, or from what I had been told 


it was. I feel I have now discovered a reading 
that is going to wake up my spirit.’ ” 


From the Land of “Black Majesty” 


The Rev. Mr. Turnbull, of Haiti, in com- 
menting on his services during 1927, says: 

“During the year frequent visits have been 
made to Gonave Island, a large island 50 miles 
long by 12 miles wide, in the Bay of Port-au- 
Prince, about 28 miles from the main land. On 
this island a great work has been accomplished 
by the Baptist minister of Saint Marc, who 
called upon me to help him, with the result that 
seventeen missionary stations have been estab-

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lished, with a preaching place and a primary 
school in each. Thus 3,000 believers have been 
enrolled as members of our congregation. These 
are all candidates for membership ; in fact, the 
whole island is Protestantized. The inhabi- 
tants, who number about 12,000 and who were 
heathen or voodooists, are leaving their fetish- 
ism and their worship of the great serpent-god, 
and all are becoming believers in Christ.” 


Economy of Administration 


Following a conference in a workmen’s club 
on Bible reading, which dealt with the impor- 
tance of the Bible on education, a prominent 
lawyer came to the office of the American Bible 
Society and said: 

“T had the pleasure of listening to you last 
night, and consider that the work being done by 
the American Bible Society is manifest, not 
only for the good aim it has, but also for the 
good results achieved. You certainly must be 
spending a great deal of money.” I answered 
him: “All this work of distribution, circula- 
tion, personal attention, traveling, etc., has been 
carried out in the seven territories of the Carib- 
bean Sea with a total cost of $14,000.” He an- 
swered me with surprise, “Friend, the work 
you are doing is of such magnitude that one 
would think you spent at least $60,000.” 

This gentleman was correct in making his 
calculation. With $14,000 we are not able to 
sprinkle the field very abundantly.

Romance of Colportage

The Whole Town Wanted Bibles 


From a little town in. New Mexico a colpor- 
teur writes: “It was evening when I arrived 
here; so I could make only a few calls. I sold 
a Bible at each home and planned to get an 
early start the next morning. Before I had my 
breakfast, a man called to see me, saying he 
wanted a Bible. When I was through with 
breakfast, I found two other men waiting to 
buy Scriptures. All day long they came. I 
never had a chance to leave the hotel, and by 
night I had sold most of my stock. I have 
never, in all my years of colportage, found a 
community where people were so hungry for 
the Word of God.” 


Policeman Chooses a Colporteur, Not the Juvenile 
Court 


As a colporteur, who had for a week been 
working in a country town, turned a corner, 
he was run into by a boy, who was being pur- 
sued by a policeman. Before the boy could 
disentangle himself, the officer had him by the 
arm. The colporteur who had previously met 
the officer and had given him a copy of St. 
John, thus felt sufficiently well acquainted to 
ask why the boy was being arrested. The offi- 
cer explained that this boy had long been guilty 
of many infractions of the law, and had just 
been caught in the act of stealing fruit from a 
store. The officer watched while the colporteur 
talked to the boy and, noting the impression the 
talk made, said, “If you’ll take that boy home 
and talk to his parents, I believe you’ll do more 
good than the juvenile court can do.” The col- 
porteur agreed to see what he could do. While 
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on their way, he won. the boy’s confidence and _ 


was told many sad things about the home. 


On their arrival they found both parents 
there, who immediately sensed that something 
was wrong and began to berate both the boy 
and the colporteur. When they were through, 
the colporteur, in a kindly earnest manner, 
began to tell them what a blight would rest 
upon this boy’s life if the youngster were sent 
to the reformatory; he pointed out how sorely 
a -boy was tempted; how he needed the steady- 
ing influence and sympathetic help of his own 
home; and that the struggle was one that would 
require more than mere parental commands and 
threats. He appealed to them to seek divine 
aid, read to them out of his Bible passages ap- 
propriate to the occasion, and finally asked them 
to unite with him in prayer. When he left, he 
supplied the home with a Bible, for they had 
none, and they solemnly promised that hence- 
forth they would all lead different lives. 


A Colporteur Becomes a Peacemaker 


Another colporteur had a similar experience 
in another state. He had several times rung 


the doorbell, but no one answered. Hearing” 


voices, he concluded the bell was out of order 
and loudly rapped on the door. It was jerked 
open, and a girl ran squarely into him. Before 
she could recover her equilibrium, her mother 
grabbed her and jerked her into the house. 


Though uninvited, the colporteur also entered 
and soon learned that the daughter, having re- 
sented maternal reproof, had attempted to 
leave home, but was discovered a few moments 
before she was ready to go. Both mother and 
daughter appealed to him for moral support. 
For a time he appeared to be a judge listening 
to the accuser and the accused. Finally he 
began to ask questions. He soon discovered 
that mother and daughter were both wrong. 
The mother acknowledged that she herself did 
things she knew were not right, but contended 
that the daughter should nevertheless follow 
her commands and not her example. 


The colporteur took his Bible and began to 
read wisely chosen passages, and before long 
mother and daughter were in each other’s arms, 
both asking each other’s pardon. In this in- 
stance it was not the colporteur who suggested 
prayer, but the mother. While on their knees 
both mother and daughter promised God that, 
with his help, they would live different lives.

JUNE MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE second stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers in its one hundred and thirteenth 
year was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, 
New York, on Thursday, June 7, 1928, at 3:30 
o’clock p. m., Vice President Dr. Henry S. 
Stearns in the chair, President Hyde being 
abroad. ~ 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Hugh C. Tucker, D.D., Secretary of the 
Brazil Agency. 


The minutes of the first stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were presented and ap- 
proved. 


The chairman referred to the very great loss 
to the Society through the death of General 
Secretary Haven on June 5, 1928. By request, 
General Secretary North made a brief state- 
ment about Dr. Haven’s last days. 


The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 


The Board of Managers learns with deep 
sorrow of the death of its beloved and hon- 
ored General Secretary, the Rev. William 
Ingraham Haven, D.D., LL.D., and re- 
cords here its sense of irreparable loss. 
It requests its officers to express to Dr. 
Haven’s family the profound sympathy of 
the Board and their constant sympathetic 
thought of them. 

Further, that the chairman be requested 
to appoint a committee of three with power 
to draw and publish a suitable memorial 
minute, and to arrange at a later time a 
suitable memorial service. 


The Board authorized the officers to send an 
announcement of the death of Dr. Haven to 
organizations and individuals having official re- 
lationship with the Society. 

General Secretary North reported the death 
on June 4, 1928, of the Rev. Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson, M.D., D.D., LL.D., for over fifteen 
years an important and honored ministerial 
member of the Board. The chairman was re- 
quested to appoint a committee with power to 
prepare and publish a suitable memorial minute. 
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The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. 

On the nomination of the General Reference 
Committee, standing committees were appointed 
for the year 1928-1929. (See list on page 116, 
July Recorp.) 

Mr. Wm. P. Stevenson reported the effective 
presentation by General Secretary Brown of the 
interests of the American Bible Society before 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A. at Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

Mr. C. Edgar Anderson also reported the 
favorable reception accorded General Secretary 
North and the report on the American Bible 
Society by the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Kansas City, 
Missouri. 
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General Secretary Eric M. North was ap- 


pointed to represent the American Bible Society 
as an advisory member of the-World Service 
Commission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Hugh C. Tucker, Secretary of 


the Brazil Agency, expressed his deep thanks — 


for the opportunity which had been afforded 
him to attend the International Missionary 
Council at Jerusalem, as well as for the privi- 
lege of meeting leading Christian workers 
all over the world, mentioning with ap- 
preciation brief visits he had enjoyed with 
Mr. William S. Strong, Secretary of the Ara- 
bic-Levant Agency, in Egypt, and the Rev. Dr- 
J. Oscar Boyd, Secretary of the Levant Agency, 
at Constantinople. 


The Rev. J. P. Wragg, D.D., Secretary of 
the Agency among the Colored People, who 
was also present, recalled the fact that it was 
on the first Tuesday of June, 1901, that he had 
met General Secretary Haven at the Bible 
House in New York and was inducted into his 
duties as Secretary of the first Home Agency 
of the Society, and said that he shared with all 


’ others in the sense of great loss that came with 


the death of Dr. Haven on the first Tuesday of 
June, 1928, ; 
_The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of April, 1928: Caribbean, 
14,552 volumes, valued at $214.61; Philippines, 
1 volume, valued at $56.58; Siam, 81 volumes, 
valued at $22.91; Upper Andes, 15,169 vol- 
umes, valued at $947.88; West Indies, 225 vol- 
umes, valued at $210.55; total volumes, 30,028; 
total value, $1,452.53. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of April were 391,759 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.
